The consulta- 
tion required iiboul Jifloe n m i n u l i ' h 
of the specialist's time. The fee was 
$50.

and indignant. 


A month lalor he stated (hat (his 


was the lowest fee he ever paid. He 
had previously spent hundreds of dol- 
lars without benefit. 
The last man 


didn't guess, lie knew. 


The term "scientific" is very com- 


monly misunderstood. To most peo- 
ple it convoys a suggestion of heavi- 
ness and prosiness. "Scientific" real- 
ly means knowing and not guessing 
It is much more convenient for most 
people to guess than it is to get 
facts. 
That is one of the reasons 


why there is so much unscientific 
medicine practiced. 


It must nol be gathered from this 


that any criticism is being made of 
physiciins which is nol applicable 
quite as much, or more, to other oc- 
cupations. 
Consider agriculture as 


one example. In spite of HIP splen- 
did scientific farming that has been 
laught by the university, relatively 
l i t t l e real scientific farming is being 
done. 
Scientific Wisconsin farmers

declares unconstitutional the "force 
clause" of the state highway law. 


The force clause 
provides 
that, 


where§ individuals raise one-sixth of 
the amount for construction of new 
highways, the town, county and state 
must raise the remainder. 
The su- 


preme court holds that this puts in 
the power of the individuals raising 
the money, the legislative power of 
deciding the amount of taxes to be 
levied for the purpose of road con- 
struction in the given district, which 
is unconstitutional. 


The supreme court also dealt a 


blow at state aid for the construction 
of bridges. In the case of the State 
of Wisconsin ex rel.. Town of West 
Point, Columbia county, vs. E. E. 
Price, county clerk, Columbia coun- 
ty, it was decided that a vote is neces- 
sary before taxes can be levied for 
bridge construction. 


The railroad commission recently 


ruled that a bridge was necessary 
over the Wisconsin river at Prairie 
du Sac and certified the amounts the 
connecting towns should pay toward 
ts construction.

AHlwaukee, John J. Elaine of Bos- 


cobel announced his candidacy for 
governor as an independent, follow- 
ing a conference of Progressives in 
this city. 
A statement given out by 


the conference indorsed the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Elaine. 


Mr. 
Elaine's 
announcement 
was 


short, reading as follows: 


"I hereby announce myself as a non- 


partisan 
progressive 
candidate for 


the governorship. 
With two pro- 


nounced reactionary candidates be- 
fore the people, I have deemed it 
my duty to give the people of "Wiscon- 
sin an opportunity to vote for a Pro- 
gressive. 
I shall make a more ex- 


tended announcement at once." 


Mr. Dlaine announced that he would 


begin active work at once; that head 
quarters would probably he , openec 
within a few days. His nomination pe- 
titions will be sent out immediately 
from Madison. Mr. Elaine's name wil 
go on the election ballot under the 
head of individual nominations. 


Mr. Elaine's political career began 


with his election to the state senate as 
a republican in 1908. He was the fa 
ther ot the resolution that resulted in 
the investigation into the election o 
Isaac Stephenson as United States 
senator. 
He was succeeded in th 


state senate by Robert Glenn in 1910 
In 1912 he -was a delegate to the re 
publican national convention, making 
a speech on the floor favoring La Fol 
lette. Afterward he became identifie 
with the democratic party and worked 
for the election of President Wilson. 


La Follette Refuses to Run. 


"I shall not be an independent can 


didate and shall so publicly announce. 


This is the final reply of Senator La 


Follette to the Wisconsin progressive 
who appealed to him to enter the stat 
contest as an independent candidate 
for governor. 


The answer is contained In a tele 


gram received by John J. Hannan, th 
senator's secretary, who is now in 
Madison, for Richard Lloyd Jones. Th 
message says, in part: 


"In justice to myself and the cans 


to which I have given some years o 
my life, allow me briefly to sugges 
my reasons. The primary vote wa 
small, the nomination was "by a minor 
ity and involved a complete reversa 
of the established policy of the state 
For these reasons it has heen my per 
sonal opinion that there ought to b 
an independent candidate. 
But I d 


not think these facts warrant a publi 
official, who has oeen elected to serv 
in another capacity, in "becoming an 
Independent candidate upon the call o 
a voluntary conference without -action 
on the part of tlie voters on which t 
predicate such candidacy. It is m. 
view that, as I have been assigned t 
serve in the senate by the people o 
Wisconsin, I have no right, arbitraril} 
to throw over that employment an 
permit myself to tie urged upon them 
for another."

Order Not Tax Levy. 


Madison.—Approximately $900,000 


vorth 
of highway construction in 


Wisconsin is held up by a decision of 
.he Wisconsin supreme court, that 
declares unconstitutional the "force 
clause" of the state highway law. 


The force clause 
provides 
that, 


where individuals raise one-sixth of 
the amount for construction of new 
highways, the town, county and state 
must raise the remainder. 
The su- 


preme court holds that this puts in 
.he power o! the individuals raising 
the money, the legislative power of 
deciding the amount of taxes to be 
evied for the purpose of road con- 
struction in the given district, which 
s unconstitutional. 


The supreme court also dealt a 


blow at state aid for the construction 
of bridges. In the case of the State 
of Wisconsin ex rel., Town of West 
Point, Columbia county, vs. E. E. 
Price, county clerk, Columbia coun- 
ty, it was decided that a vote is neces- 
sary before taxes can be levied for 
bridge construction. 


The railroad commission recently 


ruled that a bridge was necessary 
over the Wisconsin river at Prairie 
du Sac and certified the amounts the 
connecting towns should pay toward 
its construction. 
This, it was led, 


was not a tax levy.

of the world. The largest of the earth's 
waterfalls, the Victoria falls of the 
Zambesi river lu Rhodesia, are 3SO 
feet high and more than n mile wide, 
and were discovered by Livingstone In 
1355. 
Tbe water power of these fulls

horse power, two nnd one-half time* 
that of Igunssu nnd Ove timea that of 
Niagara. 


South America possesses n waterfall 


which exceeds Niagara both in width 
nnd In height nnd is actually the sec- 
ond largest waterfall in the world. 
This little known waterfall Is that of 
the Igunssti river, tributary of the Pa- 
rana, and. like Niagara, is Stuated at 
tbe boundary of two states, each of 
which owns half of It The total water 
power of the Iguassu fall, which is 213 
feet high and nearly two miles -wide, 
Is estimated as about 14.000,000 horse 
power. This Is approximately equal to 
the aggregate water power of all Scan- 
dinavia, which Is rich in waterfalls, or 
about ten times the total water power 
of Germany. 


There Is no other waterfall In the 


world -which Is at all comparable In 
greatness with the Zambesi, Iguasau 
or the Niagara. 
Asia, notwithstand- 


ing Its colossal mountain ranges, IB 
comparatively poor In large waterfalls, 
which are fouud most abundantly In 
Africa and North America. 
The lar- 


gest African streams especially are In- 
terrupted by ruauy falls of considerable 
height. 
The Kongo has several nigh 


falls which owing to the great volume 
of the river, about sixteen times that 
of the Nile, may be counted among 
the most Important sources of warei 
power on earth. Tho Stanley falls, la 
the middle reach of the river, consist 
of seven successive falls, of B total 
height of 164 feet aud a width of near- 
ly 4,000 feet and offer an exceedingly 
rich source of power which probably 
will soon be exploited. 


Still more Important is the total wa- 


ter power which the Kongo develops lu 
the nou-uavlgable section extendlna 
from Its mouth to Stanley pool. Her* 
the river, confined In a channel only a 
few hundred yards wide and with a 
depth of water of nearly 300 feet, 
flows with a velocity of forty-eight feet 
a second, so that at every polut of the 
stream 25,000 to 30,000 cubic meters or 
about 1,000,000 cubic feet of water are 
hurled 
aloug with irresistible 
force, 


while thirty-two rapids uud waterfalls 
lower the level of tbe stream Jjy 820 
feet in a stretch of 170 miles. 


1 The lower Nile, In Egypt, possesses 
a series of rapids, the celebrated cata- 
racts of tbe Nile, but no waterfall In 
the strict sense of the word. 
True, 


waterfalls occur on the upper Nil*, 
the most beautiful of them at th« 
point where the stream Issues from 
Late Victoria 
Nyanza. 
This Rlpon 


fall ifi only a few yards lu height, but 
the volume of water is so great thai 
It presents a magnificent spectacle. 


Comparatively 
few 
persons know 


which is the highest waterfall In Eu- 
rope. 
The most voluminous of Euro- 


pean waterfalls, strictly so called, ar« 
the Rhine falls, at Schaffhausen, but 
the highest are the RJaken falls of thm 
Mann-Elf 
river, in 
the 
Norwegian 


province of Telemarken. 
The prlncl 


pal fall Is 800 feet high, and the total 
height of the two chief falls with th» 
Intervening rapids amounts to 1.837 
feet, while the average flow of water 
Is fifty cubic meters, or 1,700 cubic 
feet Q second. The RJaken falls, with 
their total energy of 250,000 bores 
power, have been .converted to Indus- 
trial uses.—Electric News.

•tauce cost something like $'JOO. The 
lad* thus expensively and brilliantly 
uttirtd. are the choristers belonging to 
the king's private cbnpel in St. James1 
pul.ice. When arrajed In their state 
suits tLey are truly a gorgeous sight 
-.Scarlet cloth Is the foundation of 
this costume. Bands of royal purple 
between rows of heavy gold lace are 
the adornments. Old lace ruffles are 
worn at the neck and wrists. These 
ruffles are BO valuable and so difficult 
tu replace that they are worn oiily on 
the most special occasions. At other 
tiicefl white lawn bauds take their 
place. The boys must take great care 
of their suits, which must endure three 
Tears. Th« "undress" suits are re- 
placed every eight months. 


This choir la one of the historical In

UNITY OF LIFE. 


Cells of Animals and Plants Alike and 


Governed by Same Laws. 


Protoplasm, the literal translation of 


which means "the first man made," 
was the name given by a German sci- 
entist In 184G to the shiny, granular, 
s»mlfluld contents of vegetable cells. 


It looks like the white of an egg, 


and It can be analyzed Into four chem- 
ical elements—(arbou, oxygen, nitrogen 
and hydrogen. It is now recognized 
«a the fundamental basis for all life. 
The smallest particle of It goes through 
what Is known as the cycle of life- 
free motion, feeling, feeding and re- 
production. 
"When in some uncon- 


tclous way It grows a membrane for a 
covering or a little nucleus, a kernel 
•omewhere within It, science calls it a 
cell. 


These cells are the same In plants 


and animals 
Professor Jacques Loeb 


ghowed the Importance of this fact. 
Although plants, he explained have no 
nervoub systems, they have "iustln? 
tlve movements." 
In analysis of )u- 


itincts he bound together iu the cell 
common to them the plant and thO 
worm at the root of the plant—as som» 
day, perhaps, the tree of life and th« 
serpent may be bound—aud he called 
their reflex actions "troplsms." 


Then he pointed out that troplsms 


are mechanical acts—that moth ana 
fly and Ivy leaf move In spite of them 
selves In chemical subjection to light, 
heat aad odors, which the scientint 
sails "tinanatlons."—FVom "Man as a 
Uechaulam" In Metropolitan.

Victoria Falls the Greatest of the 


Mighty Torrents 


NIAGARA RANKS ONLY THIRD. 


The Falls of the Iguatiu River Hold 


Second Place, and These Three Are 
In a Class by Themselves—Their 


Electric Power Possibilities. 


At one time waterfalls In large riv- 


ers were interesting only because ol 
their scenic beauty, and their very es- 
Istence was deplored because they ob- 
structed navigation. 
But man has 


found a way to harness these mighty 
power producers and today they are ol 
the greatest value to the commercial 
world because the millions of water 
horse power can be changed into elec- 
tricity and transmitted for hundreds 
of miles to be used as a reliable sub- 
stitute for our vanishing coal supply. 


When it is remembered that two 


cubic feet of water, weighing 125 
pounds, by falling a distance of only 
six feet will produce one horse power 
of energy, it Is easy to comprehend 
that millions and millions of horse 
power are wasted every minute by the 
torrents of water tumbling over Niag- 
ara, the Victoria falls and the Iguassu 
river and many lesser falls throughout 
the world. This falling water Is guided 
by steel and concrete penstocks to 
powerful water turbines which whirl 
great electric, generators. The current 
produced In this way Is easily trans- 
mitted for hundreds of miles over small 
copper wires to the cities and towns 
where It is used to haul the railroad 
trains to drive the great manufactur- 
ing plants and to give us light and 
heat. 


Loyal as we all are to our country, 


we must admit that even the mighty 
torrent of Niagara ranks only third In 
size when compared to the waterfalls 
of the world. The largest of the earth's 
waterfalls, the Victoria falls of the 
Zambesi river in Rhodesia, are 380 
feet high and more than a mile wide, 
and were discovered by Livingstone in 
1835. The water power of these falls 
is estimated to be fully 
35,000,000 


horse power, two and one-half times 
that of Iguassu and five times that of 
Niagara. 


South America possesses a waterfall 


which exceeds Niagara both in width 
nnd in height and is actually the sec- 
ond largest waterfall in the world 
This little known waterfall is that at 
the Iguassu river, tributary of the Pu- 
rana, and, like Niagara, is Otuated at 
the boundary of two states, each of 
which owns half of it. The total water 
power of the Iguassu fall, which is 213 
feet high and nearly two miles wide, 
la estimated us about 14,000,000 hors» 
power. This is approximately equal to 
the aggregate water power of all Scan- 
dinavia, which is rich In waterfalls, or 
about ten times the total water power 
of Germany 


There is no other waterfall In the 


world which is at all comparable in 
greatness with the Zambesi, Iguassu 
or the Niagara. 
Asia, notwithstand- 


ing its colossal mountain ranges, IB 
comparatively poor In large waterfalls, 
which are fuund most abundantly In 
Africa aud North America. 
The lar- 


gest African streams especially are in- 
terrupted by many falls of considerable 
height. 
The Kongo has several high 


falls which owing to the great volume 
of the river, about sixteen times that 
of the Nile, may be counted among 
the most important sources of watei 
power on earth. The Stanley falls, in 
the middle reach of the river, consist 
of seven successive falls, of a total 
height of 104 feet and a width of near- 
ly 4,000 feet and offer au exceedingly 
rich source of power which probably 
will soon be exploited. 


Still more important is the total wa- 


ter power which the Kongo develops In 
the non-navigable section extending 
from Its mouth to Stanley pool. Her* 
the river, confined in a channel only a 
few hundred yards wide and with a 
depth of water of nearly 300 feet, 
Bows with a velocity of forty-eight feet 
a second, so that at every point of the 
stream 25,000 to 30,000 cubic meters or 
about 1,000,000 cubic feet of water are 
hurled along with irresistible force, 
while thirty-two rapids and waterfalls 
lower the level of the stream by 820 
feet in a stretch of 170 miles. 


The lower Nile, in Egypt, possesses 


a series of rapids, the celebrated cata- 
racts of the Nile, but no waterfall ID 
the strict sense of the word. 
True, 


waterfalls occur on the upper Nil*, 
the most beautiful of them at th* 
point where the stream issues from 
Lake Victoria Nyanza. 
This Ripon 


fall is only n few yards tu height, but 
the volume of water is so great thai 
It presents a magnificent spectacle. 


Comparatively 
few persons know 


which is the highest waterfall iu Eu- 
rope. The most voluminous of Euro- 
pean waterfalls, strictly so called, aft 
the Rhine falls, at Schaffhausen, but 
the highest are the Rjaken falls of th» 
Mann-Elf 
river, in the Norwegian 


province of Telemarken. The prlncl 
pal fall is 800 feet high, and the total 
height of the two chief falls with the 
Intervening rapids amounts to 1,831 
feet, while the average flow of watei 
Is fifty cubic meters, or 1,760 cubio 
feet a second. The Rjaken falls, with 
their total energy of 250,000 horse 
power, have been converted to indus- 
trial uses.—Electric News.

In this case, they were only mistaken 
in their legal liability. 


In this connection I would cite Bub- 


cock vs. City of Fond du Lac, 58 Wis- 
230, where the court held as follows: 


"It is settled that one who volun- 


tarily pays a void tax, with knowledge 
of the facts rendering it void cannot 
recover back the amount ;::.:.!." 


This same doctrine is

consin. Thai personal property in the 
nature of machines of the kind des- 
cribed is properly assessable in the 
district were located.

The rule of law applicable for re- 


covery of money once pa'd, seems to 
be that money paid under mistake of 
fact can be recovered, but money paid 
under mistake of law, cannot be re- 
covered. The facts were well known 
to the Rood Construction Company. 
In this case, they were only mistaken 
in their legal liability. 


In this connection I would cite Bab- 


cock vs. City of Fond du Lac, 58 Wis- 
230, where the court held as follows: 


"It is settled that one who volun- 


tarily pays a void tax, with knowledge 
of the facts rendering it void cannot 
recover back the amount j.a'.i..." 


This same doctrine is again laid 


down in Shirley vs. Waukeslui, 124 


Wis. 
289, and 242: 


"It is well settled thai where one 


voluntarily pays money upon a claim 
with full knowledge of the facts upon 
\vhich said claim is founded he cannot 
recover the money back on the ground 
that such claim was unenforcible. And 
this general doctrine applies to 
the 


payment of taxes. Hence taxes vol- 
untarily paid, in absence 
of 
fraud, 


misrepresentations, duress, or coerc- 
ion cannot be recovered bade."

with their "numbers up," as the French 
commandant expressed what awaite 
them.

We talked with the Inhabitants of 


every .village and always heard the 
same story—that during occupation 
the Germans had offered little trouble 
to the civilians and had confined their 
activities to looting and wasting the 
provisions; also that when retreating 
they bad destroyed all the food they 
were unable to carry. 


Flre Baptism In Church. 


Our baptism ^of flre appropriately 


came while we were in a church. At 
noon of the second day we motored 
Into a deserted village and were 
stopped by a sentry, who acknowl- 
edged our credentials, but warned us 
If we intended to proceed to beware 
of bullets. 
But there was no hostile 


sound to alarm us. 


As we drove carelessly over the 


brow of a hill where the road dipped 
down a valley into the town we were 
In direct line with the German fire, 
as great holes in the ground and fall- 
en trees testified. 


It Is a -wonder our biff motor car 


was not an Immediate mark. On tbe 
way we noticed a church steeple shot 
completely off so, after finding an inn, 
where the proprietor came from the 
cellar and offered to guard our car 
and prepare luncheon, wfe decided first 
to examine the church. The inn-keep- 
er explained that we had come during 
a lull in the bombardment, but the si- 
lent, deserted place lulled all sense of 
danger. 


Shell Hits Sanctuary. 


Tbe verger showed us over the 


church and we were walking through 
the ruined nave when suddenly we 
heard a sound like the shrill whistling 
of the wind. 


"It begins again," our conductor said 


simply. 


As the speech ended we heard a 


loud boom and the sound of falling 
masonry as the shell struck the far 
end of the building. 


We hurried to the hotel, the shells 


screaming overhead. We saw the build- 
Ings tumbling into ruins, glass fall- 
ing like fine powder, and remnants of 
furniture hanging grotesquely from 
scraps of masonry. 


at luncheon. All through the meal the 
shells' whistled and screamed over- 
head, and the dishes rattled constant- 
ly on the table. 


When the meal was over the propri- 


etor called us to witness what had 
happened to the far wiog of the ho- 
tel. 
Jt was demolished. 


"Alert" had just been sounded and 


the soliders were running through the 
streets. We ran out in time 10 see a 
building fall half a block away, com- 
pletely filling the street by which we 
entered the town an hour earlier. 


In a few minutes we heard the shar 


crackle of infantry about half a mil 
away and had a sudden desire to ge 
away before the automobile retrea 
was cut off. 
Just then we heard th 


sound of an aero engine overhead. I 
was flying so low that through 
glass we could easily see the whir 
ring propeller. 


Germans Fire at Aviator, 


The machine was mounted with 


rapid-fire gun, which was trying to lo 
cate the German gunners, who im 
mediately abandoned the destruction 
of the tcrwn in an attempt to bring i 
down. 


For ten minutes we saw shells 


bursting all about it. 'At times it was 
lost in smoke, but when the smoke

1814. 
Just next to it was an unex-

We again struck out toward the 


battle line, but when we were with- 
in sound of the firing the authorities 
decided we had seen enough of war 
and detained us for two days as 
guests of a regimental staff, which 
was Quartered in a courtyard. There 
we were privileged to see how the 
French soldiers lived and became such 
hardened fighters as they were prov- 
ng themselves to be. We ate with

and slept with them in the straw 


until orders came to send us to Paris. 


As we were leaving our cowyard the 


.uthorlties grabbed another group of 
correspondents, four in number, head- 
ed by Richard Harding Davis. They 
were ordered to accompany us to 
'aria instead of passing several days 
n the straw sampling hardtack and 
army fare. 


Tells of Horrors of War. 


London.—The Standard correspond- 
nt, F. St. Beaman, writing from a 
own In France, says: 


"The fearful horrors of -war can 
ever be grasped by seeing the care- 
ully tended wounded who come back 
to England and hearing their ta-'.es, 
however -gruesome, while there ie 
scarcely a day In any of the French 
towns near the armies that does not 
bring with it some live terror from 
the front.

that threatened the German lines of 
communication Into Belgium. The ac- 
tion in this vicinity was so severe 
that the French w,ere compelled to 
give ground at several points. 


Second, the German led developed 


surprising strength in counter-attacks 
delivered during the night and re- 
peated at Intervals during the day, 
but without gain to the enemy, the 
French holding fait. 


In the other sections of the battle 


front there were no developments of

maintain that a decisive check has 
been administered to the allies' line 
on the Olse, reaching the proportions 
of a rout "Strategic positions of great 
importance" fell into the hands of 
General von Kluck, Berlin claims.

coing ten miles northeast of Lille, to 
Amentieres, 25 milee west of Lille. 


The route of march was westward 


and crossed the lines of communica- 
tion of the French with northern Bel- 
gium and the lines reaching toward 
Dunkirk, where the English expedi- 
tionary force was disembarked, and 
Ostena, the nearest important port in 
Belgium. Both these ports are within 
forty miles of Lille.

Troops Taken From Antwerp. 


That the newly appeared German de- 


tached force north of Lille was with- 
drawn from the front at Antwerp was 


indicated by official reports received 
at Bordeaux from the Belgian tem- 
porary capital to the effect that the 
vigor of the bombardment of Antwerp 
forts had diminished perceptibly.

that the allied right has succeeded in 
gaming a little ground to the north of 
the heights of the Meuse, while along 
the center relathe calm prevails. 


Says Germans Were Repulsed, 


On the right bank of the Aisne, 


north of Soissons, a desperate attempt 
was made by the Germans to drive a 
wedge between the right flank of the 
French and the allies' center army.

BATTLEFIELDS 


SWEPT BY CYCLONE 


By C. W. WILLIAMS. 


Paris.—With several other repre- 


lentatives of American newspapers I 
•as permitted to pass several days In 
the zone of military activity" on cre- 
entials obtained at the personal re- 
iuest of Ambassador Herrick, that we 
might describe the destruction caused 


y the Germans in unfortified towns. 
Although I have given a pledge to say 
othlng concerning the movement of 
he troops or of certain points visited, 
am permitted now to send a report 
f a part of my experiences. 
We crossed the entire battlefield of 


:he Marne, passed directly behind the 
nes of the battle on the Aisne, ac- 
identally getting under fire for-- an 
intlre afternoon and lunching in a ho- 
el to the orchestra of bursting shells, 
me end of the building being blown 
.way during the bombardment. 
We witnessed a battle between an 


.rmored French monoplane and a 
lerman battery, and also had the ex- 
erience of being accused of being 
lerman spies by two men wearing the 
Inglish uniform, who, on failing to ac- 
:ount for their own German accent, 
were speedily taken away under guard 


ith their "numbers up," as the French 
:ommandant expressed what awaited 
hem. 


Likens Battle to Cyclone. 


On account of our exceptional cre- 
entials we were able to see more 
.ctual war than many correspond- 
ints, who, when they learned that 
ennits to get to the front were not 
'orthcoming, went anyway, usually! 
'ailing into the hands of the military 
uthorlties. 
Getting 
arrested 
has 


seen the chief business, of the war 
lorrespondents in this war, even our 
.ccidental view of the fighting being 
.ufflcient to cause^our speedy return 
.o Paris under parole. 


Going over the battlefield of the 


ilarne, we found the battle had fol- 
owed much the same tactics as a cy- 
:lone, in that in some places nothing, 
ot even the haystacks, had been dis- 
turbed, while in others everything, 
:he villages, roads and fields, had been 
tterly devastated by shells. 
We talked with the inhabitants of 


•very village and always heard the 
jame story—that during occupation 
:he Germans had offered little trouble 
0 the civilians and had confined their 
,ctlvlties to looting and wasting the 
irovlslons; also that when retreating 
.hey had destroyed all the food they 
were unable to carry. 


Fire Baptism In Church. 


Our baptism ^of fire appropriately 


:ame while we were in a church. At 
noon of the second day we motored 
Into a deserted village and were 
topped by a sentry, who acknowl- 
idged our credentials, but warned us 
.f we intended to proceed to beware 
jf bullets. 
But there was no hostile 


iound to alarm us. 


As we drove carelessly over the 


)row of a hill where the road dipped 
down a valley into the town we were 
,n direct line with the German fire, 
as great holes in the ground and fall- 
in trees testified. 


It Is a wonder our big motor car 


was not an immediate mark. On the 
way we noticed a church steeple shot 
:ompletely off so, after finding an inn, 
where the proprietor cams from the 
ellar and offered to guard our car 
and prepare luncheon w£ decided first 
;o examine the church. The inn-keep- 


explained that we had come during 


a lull in the bombardment, but the si- 
lent, deserted place lulled all sense of 
danger. 


Shell Hits Sanctuary. 


The verger showed us over the 


church and we were walking through 
the ruined nave when suddenly we 
heard a sound like the shrill whistling 
of the wind. 


It begins again," our conductor said 


simply. 


As the speech ended we heard a 


,oud boom and the sound of falling 
masonry as the shell struck the far 
end of the building 


We hurried to the hotel, the shells 


screaming overhead. We saw the build- 
Ings tumbling into rums, glass fall- 
ing like fine powder, and remnants of 
furniture hanging grotesquely from 
scraps of masonry. 


All my life I had wondered what 


would be the sensation it I ever was 
under fire—would I be afraid? 
To 


my intense relief I suddenly became 
fatalistic. 
I was under fire with a 


vengeance, but instead of being afraid 
1 kept saying to myself: 


"Being afraid won't help matters; 


besides, nothing will happen if we 
just keep close to the walls and away_ 
from the middle of the streets."

On the way me wet two men in

nounced us as spies. We hailed them 
and they replied that they had been 
cut off from their regiment and were 
now fighting with the French

as luncheon was announced eight sol- 
diers filed into the hotel, arrested us 
and marched us before the command- 
ant, who saw that our papers were 
all right, but suggested that on ac- 
count of the dangerous position we 
leave as soon as possible 
We asked 


permission to finish our luncheon. 


It was lucky that we were arrested 


then—before the accusation that we 
were spies—for when that question 
arose there was no doubt in the mind 
of the commandant concerning us, so 
our accusers' charge merely reacted 
upon themselves.

SAYS BELGIANS SHELLED 


THEIR ow;i CATHEDRAL 


Berlin.—Responsibility for damage

streets. We ran out in time to see a 
building fall half a block away, com- 
pletely filling the street by which we 
entered the town an hour earlier. 


In a few minutes we heard the sharp 


crackle of Infantry about half a mile 
away and had a sudden desire to get 
away before the automobile retreat 
was cut off. Just then we heard the 
sound of an aero engine overhead 
It 


was flying so low that through a 
glass we could easily see the whir- 
ring propeller. 


Germans Fire at Aviator. 


The machine was mounted with a 


rapid-fire gun, which was trying to lo- 
cate the German gunners, who im- 
mediately abandoned the destruction 
of the town in an attempt to bring it 
down. 


For ten minutes we saw shells 


bursting all about it. 'At times it was 
lost in smoke, but when the smoke 
cleared away there was the mono- 
plane 
still 
blazing 
away, always 


mounting to a higher level and finally 
disappearing 
toward 
the 
French 


lines. 


There was another lull in the can- 


nonade and we were permitted to 
pass down the street near a river, 
where, by peering around a building 
we could see where the German bat- 
teries were secreted in the hills. We 
were warned not to get Into the street 
which -led to the bridge, as the Ger- 
mans raked that street with their 
lire if a person appeared. We then 
took advantage of a lull in the fir- 
ing and departed to the south at 70 
miles an hour, to beat the shells if 
any were aimed our way aa we 
crossed the rise in the hill. 


Shells Strike 100 Years Apart. 


We passed the night at a village 


where 
considerable 
execution had 


been done by German shells. We saw 
one curious effect of them. 
In a 


historic building near the city hall 
there was a shell imbedded in the 
wall with a plate fixed beneath it 
showing it struck there in the 3 ear 
1814. 
Just next to it was an unex- 


ploded shell of 100 years after stick- 
ing in the wall. 


We again struck out toward the 


battle line, but when we were with- 
in sound of the firing the authorities 
decided we had seen enough of war 
and detained us for two days as 
guests of a regimental staff, which 
was quartered In a courtyard. There 
we were privileged to see how the 
French soldiers lived and became such 
hardened fighters as they were prov- 
ing themselves to be. We ate with 
them and slept with them in the straw 
until orders came to send us to Pans 


As we were leaving our cowyard the 


authorities grabbed another group of 
correspondents, four in number, head- 
ed by Richard Harding Davis. They 
were ordered to accompany us to 
Paris instead of passing several days 
in the straw sampling hardtack and 
army fare. 


Tells of Horrors of War. 


London.—The Standard correspond- 


ent, F. St. Beaman, writing from a 
town in France, says: 


"The fearful horrors of war can 


never be grasped by seeing the care- 
fully tended wounded who come back 
to England and hearing their tales, 
however gruesome, while there is 
scarcely a day In any of the French 
towns near the armies that does not 
bring with it some live terror from 
the front. 
One example will suffice 


to point out this truth. Four days 
ago the hospital corps and volun- 
teers were notified that a convoy was 
expected. 
Towards midnight it ar- 


rived, bringing French and German 
wounded. The latter were abandoned 
by the Germans in Senlis when they 
retreated after setting fire to the 
town. 


"We had had many trains of wound- 


ed before, and all necessary arrange- 
ments were made as usual, but when 
tins convoy arrived even Vhe most 
hardened had to summon all fortitude 
to the task of emptying the carriages 
When a man had a broken leg or 
arm or a bullet through his lungs the 
skilled ambulance staff soon had him 
comfortably backed, but here were 
human vestiges BO mangled t'hat it 
was difficult to find a place to touch 
them without causing screams and 
moans. An insufferable charnal house 
stench pervades the whole night air 


Laid Out Four Days 


"Most of the wounded had lain for 


four days and nights where they had 
fallen before being picked up, and 
had not yet had their wounds exam 
med, much less dressed 
Under the 


burning sun and myriad of flies and 
under later rains they had been lef 
to suffer the torture of pain, hunger 
and thirst until it was a marvel they 
still breathed. 


"The state of their wounds canno 


be guessed and does not bear descrip 
tion. 
It was three o'clock in th 


morning before they could be dis 
posed 
of 
in 
hospitals.

hours later all had had first diessing 
The Germans were far the worst cases 
for the French fire seemed to hav 
been much more destructive, and 
when it does not kill outright ravage!

How the Kaiser Prevented, in 


1911, the Great Euro- 


pean War. 


I 


T was kaiser weather In Germany. 
Back from a five months' trip to 
the far East, Berlin seemed to me 


like heaven. I had finished a secret 
diplomatic mission for the kaiser and, 
as a result, my pocketbook was full. 


Days and days In the Orient make a 


man try 
to crowd into the first 


twenty-tour hours at home all the en- 
joyments that Berlin offers. 
Accord- 


ingly, with money running through my 
fingers like sand, I planned a long ride 
in the Grunewald; I saw myself or- 
dering the most expensive dishea on 
Kempinsky's menu: I would buy a 
good scat at the Metropole, and, to 
wind up, I would look in at the Ad- 
miral's Palace. 


It being my first day back In Berlin, 


that program appealed to me far more 
warmly than the European diplomatic 
tangle. 
I had been idling the early 


afternoon hours at the Cafe Bauer, 
Unter den Linden, but my program 
for the rest of the day finally ar- 
ranged, I got up, paid my bill, and 
strolled home. 


My man must have been on the 


lookout for me; before 1 could use my 
key the door flew open. 


A word about this man. 
During 


the South African war I had rescued 
him from a death flogging at HIP 
hands of a Boer Dopppr. 
This hu- 


manitarian held the usual Boer view 
that a sjambok beats the Bible as a 
civilizing medium.

A Mysterious Summons. 


I had an uneasy suspicion of what

I decided 
to take a nap, for I knew that mid- 
night Interviews with the gentlemen 
at the Wllhelmstrasse often led to 
some mighty unexpected and pro- 
tracted traveling. 
Before going to 


sleep, however, I went over the Euro- 
pean situation. 
What was looming 


big? I hoped it was something big, 
ror so long as a secret service agent 
is not blase, he likes to work when 
thrones or the boundaries of empires 
are involved. 


I reflected that March—it was in

On the stroke of 10:30 I was there. 


I handed my number to the commis- 
saire. This number Is important. All 
German secret agents are known by 
numbers, all carry little cards. 


Presently the commlssaire returned 


and showed me Into the chambers of 
Graf von Wedell, privy councillor to 
the German emperor. Together with 
another man, who had also just ar- 
rived, I was told to wait in an ante- 
chamber. 
We bowed, and although 


we took pretty good stock of each 
other, neither spoke. It is an unwrit- 
ten law in the Imperial Secret Service 
not to hold unnecessary conversation. 


After about ^ialf an hour's wait, we 


were shown into the count's private 
room. This rather astonished me, for 
the usual rule at the Wilhelmstraase 
is to interview only one man at a 
time. 
Clearly something out of the 


ordinary was in the air. 


After the count greeted us, he In- 


quired 
If we were known to each 


other. Receiving a negative, he intro- 
duced us. My companion was a Herr 
von Senden, ex-officer of the Second 
Dragoon Guards. 


"You will both be taken at half past 


eleven to a certain room." said the 
count. "You will advance to the mid- 
dle, wheel to your right, face the por- 
tiere, and stand at attention. 
You 


will answer all questions, but ma.ke no 
comments or queries yourself. 1 need 
not enjoin you to the most absolute 
silence. You understand?" 


I Face the Kaiser. 


We bowed. Just then a gong boom- 


ed somewhere below us. And with a 
last 
word 
from 
the 
count—"Be 


ready!"—he left us. Reappearing al- 
most Immediately, he beckoned us to 
follow htm. 
We noticed that 
he 


seemed even more grave than usual. 


Down a flight of stairs along a great 


corridor we made our way, no one 
speaking a word. At the end of the 
corridor we saw two sentries; then a 
big solid oak door, guarded by an at- 
tendant In the livery of the royal 
household. At a siscn from the count 
we halted; he nodded. The door was 
opened by an officer of the First Body- 
guard, and, remembering our instruc- 
tions, we entered and came to atten- 
tion in the middle of a large room, 
facing an adjoining chamber, the por- 
tieres of which were divided. 


The room in which we stood was 


brilliantly lighted, but the other was 
dark, save for a green glow that came 
from a shaded reading lamp on a big 
writing desk. 
Senden looked at the 


desk and gave a sort of gasp. I quite 
understood his emotion. 
For seated 


behind that heavy, old-fashioned desk 
v,as WilhPlm II, emperor of Germany. 


We stood at rigid attention, abso- 


lutely silent for full five minutes. The 
dimly lit, solitary figure at the desk 
made no sign, but went on writing. 
I am not a timid or a nervous man; 
the sort of work I was doing seasons 
one pretty thoroughly. But this be- 
gan to get on my nerves—drawn up in 
front of the emperor and waiting. 
The more I looked at that silent, 
lonely figure, War Lord of Europe, 
the more 1 bpgan to feel a great long- 
ine; for the African veldt, a thousand 
miles north of Port Natal preferably. 


Suddenly the emperor made a move, 


and there came a sharp, rather high- 
pitched voice, saying, "Wedell, I will 
see the doctor." 


At once Herr Senden was shown 


from the room; obviously the mission, 
whatever it was. was not for him. 


I was bidden to step to within three 


paces of the emperor; the officer who 
escorted Herr von Senden from the 
room attempted to return, but was 
waved out. There were just the three 
of us. Count Wedell, standing at the 
corner of the desk on the right, the 
kaiser, and myself. 


I had seen the emperor on many 


occasions before, but never so close. 
He appeared to be lost in some docu- 
ment. He looked well, but older than 
any of his portraits. Tanned almost 
dark, his rather lean face bore a 
striking likeness to Frederick the 
Great, more so than ever now that he 
is getting gray.

Rhodes, and Li Hung Chang had ex- 
actly those same eyes—the eyes of 
men who feel it in them to master the 
world. 


Presently his majesty looked up, 


and In that same rather shrill voice, 
asked: 
"How long are you in the 


service?" 


"Three years, sire." 
"You 
know Morocco?" 


Morocco! 
So that was it! 
Franc? 


and Germany quarreling over the 
bone; at the point of war over it! 


"Yes, 
sire!" I replied. 


"How 
long were you in Morocco?" 


continued the emperor 


"About twelve months, sire." 
On this he seemed to hesitate. 


Frankly, 1 was nervous, so Instead of 
thinking about Morocco. I noticed that 
the kaiser wore the undress uniform 
of a colonel of the First Grenadier 
Guards with the star of the order 
Pour le Merite dangling from his coat 
button. As if making up his mind: 


"You 
know Kaid Maclean?" 


"Yes, 
sire." 


"How 
did you get to know him?" 


"I happened to be of medical as- 


sistance to Sir Harry Kaid Maclean, 
who was at that time commander-in- 
chief and man of affairs to the sultan 
of Morocco." 


My answer seemed to please the 


emperor, for his eyes gleamed. 


"Any likelihood of his remembering 


your services?" 


I hesitated, then said: 
"I cannot vouch for another man's 


memory, sire; besides, T do not care 
to put the Kaid to the test." 


The emperor looked at me queerly, 


but, evidently satisfied with my an- 
swer, he turned to Count Wedell, say- 
ing: 


"He will do. Have the dispatches 


ready." 


I Learn of My Mission. 


At once the Count hurried noiseless- 


ly into an adjoining room. The kai- 
ser, making one of his characteristic 
sudden movements, flung himself back 
Into the chair, and, looking straight 
at me, said: 


"Besides the official dispatches you 


will memorize these commands for 
the captain of the warship Panther." 


He handed me a note, which I did 


not immediately look at because he 
continued: 


"Outside of Count Wedell, no one 


is to know anything of your mission. 
Xo one is to know that you are carry- 
ing a verbal message from me to the 
captain of the warship Panther. 
Un- 


derstand?" 


"Yes, 
sire." 


The emperor as abruptly drew him- 


self forward, and, propping up his 
head with his hands, fell into a deep 
study, gazing fixedly at nothing. He 
seemed In that moment to be consider- 
ably older. His face, even for the tan, 
had that grayish look of a man who 
is carrying some tremendous respon- 
sibility. 
It came to ma swiftly—the 


popular clamor for war, the Panther! 


"Doctor, this is a most Important af- 


fair. 
There is most serious trouble 


brewing somewhere. 
We have our 


suspicions as to what power Is behind 
all this and we are going to find out. 
You are well enough acquainted with 
the situation to require no further il- 
lustration. You know h6w here at 
home they are also trying to force 
the emperor Into a war. 


"You 
will leave this package at the 


embassy in Paris. It must be there 
in the Rue de Lille by tomjorrow noon. 
To do so you will have to catch the 
Orient express at half past three this 
morning. At the Paris legation you 
will receive another package which 
you will take on to Madrid. After de- 
livering this, you have carte blanche 
to make your way to tjie Panther, 
which you will find off Barcelona. 
Also, you will visit Gibraltar and in- 
form yourself of the strength and 
state of preparation 
of the Brltisih 


naval squadron there." 


He paused. 
"This time you will 


not apply at the cashier's desk. Your 
expenses are borne out of the em- 
peror's private schatulle. 
In a few 


hours' time I will have French and 
Spanish money ready for you and 
send it to your lodgings. You thor- 
oughly understand your instructions? 
Ot course, you have not forgotten the 
message that you memorized before 
the emperor?" 


A Dash to Spain. 


I assured him I had not, and after 


a cordial handshake I bowed myself 
out and hurried back to my quarters. 
Here I found that my boy had my 
traveling bag ready with his usual 
thoroughness. 
One does not take 


much baggage on these trips. Pajam- 


"There Were Just the Three of Us, Count Wedeil, Standing at the Corner 


of the Desk on the Right, the Kaiser and Myself." 


—the Panther was lying off Spain 
ready to steam across the Mediter- 
ranean to Morocco! 
And I was to 


bear secret orders from the Emperor 
to the Panther's captain. 
' Then I opened the note that the 
emperor had given me and began to 
memorize its contents. 
Amazement 


must have shown in my face. A blow 
with a feather would have knocked 
me down. No wonder Wilhelm II was 
staring blankly, no wonder this mes- 
sage had to be delivered verbally. 
Hurriedly I began to memorize it. 


Presently I saw Count Wedell come 


in, and he and the kaiser began to 
talk In whispers. Then the 
kaiser 


looked up and said: 


"Have you memorized it?" 
"Yes, sire." 
Taking the note from me, hs at 


once struck a match and held it un- 
der the paper until it was reduced to 
ashes. Then, making a curt gesture 
of dismissal, Wedell gave me a signal 
to retire and we backed toward the 
door. 


I was in possession ot a secret 


known only to the emperor himself— 
a secret which at that moment the 
cabinets of France and England and 
the financiers of the 
world would 


have given hundred of thousands of 
dollars to possess. Out into the hall 
we backed, always being careful not 
to commit the discourtesy of turning 
our faces away from the emperor. 


And the last I saw of him was that 


lonely figure seated at his desk, the 
greenish light playing over 
him. 


around and beyond him darkness, and 
his face illuminated against that back- 
ground, grayish, old. There he was, 
at his desk at midnight, in an under- 
ground chamber of the foreign office, 
the emperor of Germany, working in 
solitude, while most of his subjects 
slept, tirelessly mapping out a policy 
the trend of which he dared discuss 
with no man save Wedell and possibly 
his eldest son. 


Bowing, we were out in the hall; 


the big oaken door closed. 
Wedell 


led the way to his private chamber. 
He produced a package of sealed pa- 
pers and, handing it to me, said: 


as, slippers, a smoking cap, and a 
toothbrush have seen me three-quar- 
ters around the globe, and I never 
carrisd a six-shooter in my life. In 
all my experience I have seen few 
secret agents who do carry one. The 
only protective article I ever carried 
was a. iittle silk bag containing a mix- 
ture of cayenne pepper, snuff, and 
certain chemicals. It is very effective 
to throw into the faces of those who 
attack you. 


Sooa there came a messenger from 


Wedell with the promised funds, a 
thousand 
francs and two thousand 


pesos. It lacked a half hour to three- 
thirty, so I made my way to the 
Friedrichstrasse depot on foot 
Ex- 


perience had taught me that the 
Orient express was generally over- 
crowded and that unless one reached 
the depot early and used a good deal 
of palm oil, It was impossible to se- 
cure a decent seat. 


A judicious oiling of palms enabled 


me to get a very pleasant window 
seat ir a middle compartment. After 
making myself at home I took a tour 
through the train. It Is my invariable 
custom to take stock of my fellow 
travelers, and in this case it was 
most imperative. 


My arrival and what I accomplished 


[ in Paris are commonplace. Arriving 
in the Gare du Nord, I took a taxi to 
the German embassy in the Rue de 
Lille, where an undersecretary signed 
for my dispatches and handed me two 
letters addressed to the embassy of 
Madrid. I immediately posted his re- 
ceipt to the Wilhelmstrasse, some- 
thing German secret agents are al- 
ways obliged to do—mall the foreign 
cfflce signatures for documents as 
soon as they are delivered. 


Without further adventure I reached 


Madrid. As the train was four hours 
late I did not present jmyself at the 
embassy. 
I was met by a commis- 


saire at the station, delivered him the 
papers, received his signature, posted 
it to the Wllhelmstrasse, and made 
connections 
for 
Barcelona. 
Some- 


where off that city, in I the open sea, 
the Panther was waiting. 


With the utmost difficulty I char- 


tered a tug, and in the twilight set 
off to find the Panther. It was com- 
ing night when we finally saw her 
dark, trim hull lying against the hori- 
zon. 
She was well named the Pan- 


ther, for In this case a false spring 
by her meant^war. 


As we steamed up alongside a Ben- 


try hailed us from the deck. I 
shouted that I had come to see the 
captain, but he told us to stand off. 
Finally, after persistently hailing the 
warship, the officer of the watch came 
to the rail and held parley with me. 


"I have imperial orders to see the 


captain," I shouted. 


The Amazing Message. 


Apparently this satisfied him, for 


he let me come on board. 
Without 


further delay I was shown Into the 
captain's room. 
Very important the 


captain. 
Picture him, a man In the 


forties, straight-backed, rather jolly, 
and with one of those German naval 
beards. The slightest mistake by the 
captain of the Panther would have 
flung England and France Into war 
with Germany. He stood for a mo- 
ment regarding me. 


"Well, what is this? What is your 


Wllhelmstrasse number?" he finally 
said. 


"Seventeen," I told him. 
That appeared to satisfy the cap- 


tain. I knew that the Wilhelmstrasse 
had wired him that "Number Seven- 
teen" was coming. Still he was care- 
ful. 


"Where were your first instructions 


received?" 


"From Wedell." 
"Subsequently?" 
I felt him looking at me sharply. 
"Confirmed by the emperor," I re- 


plied, "and I deliver you herewith the 
following 
message. 
You 
are 
re- 


quested to use the private service 
code as soon as I have delivered this 
message to you and repeat it at once 
direct to Count Wedell." 


The captain got up and, moving 


noiselessly to the door, opened it 
swiftly. There was no one about. 


"All right," he said, "let me have 


it." 


I repeated what I had memorized, 


what the emperor had given me in the 
secret 
chamber, 
and 
immediately 


afterward destroyed all visible trace 
of. I said: 


"On no account, it does not matter. 


what official commands you have re- 
ceived or may receive, are you to 
use open force when the Panther 
goes to Agadir. 
No matter 
what 


stress is brought to hear upon you by 
arising conditions, no matter what af- 
front may be done your code of naval 
honor, you are under no circum- 
stances to use any force against 
France or England." 


Like myself, when the emperor gave 


mfc that message, the captain of the 
Panther was dumbfounded. It was a 
direct contradiction of the official or- 
ders he had received from the foreign 
office to go to Morocco and make a 
demonstration s gainst the French and 
the English interests. Those previous 
orders had been to create war, this 
verbal messagd was to stop war! 


Could the C erman "Jingoes," 
the 


big gun manuCicturers, the steel peo- 
ple, 
the army and navy men, the 


powerful factinn, have heard me de- 
liver that message to the captain of 
the Panther, they would have bel- 
lowed with ra ;e. The whole empire 
wanted war, but the tired, swarthy- 
faced man in the little underground 
chamber at the Wilhelmstrasse, not 
"absolutely absolute," as he is popu- 
larly supposed to be, deemed It wise 
not to fly in the face of public opin- 
ion at the time and countermand the 
official orders to the Panther. So he 
had done so In the dark, verbally, by 
me, knowing that so he served the 
best interests of his empire. 


The rest is contemporary history. 


You remember how 
the Panther 


steamed to Morocco, how sne forced 
her way into the harbor' of Agadir 
and created an international sensation 
by remaining there about two weeks. 
You remember how one French and 
one English warship came almost si- 
multaneously, and how the officers and 
everybody tingling to open fire, the 
terrible war that broke out in 1914 
just missed being precipitated then. 
You may not know that the British 
and French admirals sent a secret 
ultimatum to the captain of the Pan- 
ther! Unless he left Agadir he would 
be forced to leave. That meant war. 


The Emperor's Discovery. 


Now had the captain of the Panther 


not received the private message from 
the emperor, he would have been 
forced by his naval code to resist this 
ultimatum by force. 
Had he gone 


there acting under the original official 
orders, red war would have blazed 
across Europe in 1911 Instead of 1914. 
The slightest slip would have caused 
It—the report of a rifle. But the Pan- 
ther steamed away. 


And this was the cleverest part of 


the emperor's scheme; he knew that 
France and England were allies; he 
did not know, though, just how sin- 
cere this alliance was. 
By sending 


the Panther into Agadir he learned 
that the entente cordiale really,.meant 
something, that England and France 
were allies, that they were prepared 
to resist Germany, shoulder to shoul- 
der in war. 


It took a master stroke to bring the 


situation up to the point of war—for 
it was dangerous business, with all 
Germany roaring for war—and then 
avert war' when Germany and France 
were on the verge of It. 
But with 


his verbal message the emperor 
shrewdly accomplished It. 
The 
re- 


sults were before him. By creating 
the situation he knew that he had 
powerful 
nations opposed 
to him. 


Good! 


What he would do now would be to 


take one of those nations and, if pos- 
sible, secretly ally himself with it. 
leaving the other out in the cold. 
Then began the intrigues which re- 
sulted in the isolation of France, as 
the kaiser was led to believe, but 
which recent events have proved to 
the contrary. 


New Cure for Lead Poisoning.
